AINTREE, England, March 29.— 
A crowd of 250,000 persons saw the 
favorites lose to outsiders in the 
Grand National Steeplechase today 
as Reynoldstown, a 22-to-l1_ shot, 
owned by Maj..Noel Furlong and 
ridden by his son, Freddie, drove 
home the winner. 

Dorothy Paget's Golden Miller, 
the heavily played favorite and 


winner last year, failed to complete 
the four and one-half mile test. 

Reynoldstown crossed the finish 
line three lengths in front of Lady 
Lindsay’s Blue Prince, also an out- 
sider in the betting. John Hay 
Whitney’s American-owned Tho- 
mond II, the second choice, was 
eight lengths back in third place, 
where he finished last year. 

Only Six of 27 Finish. 

Only six of the 27 starters fin- 
ished. Sir Geoffrey Congreve’s 
Lazy Boots, 66 to 1, was fourth, 
followed by H. B. Brandt’s Uncle 
Batt, and Miss M. Lark’s Bachelor 
Prince. 

Of the American-owned entries, 
besides Thomond II, Castle Irwell, 
owned and ridden by George H. 
(Pete) Bostwick, made the best 
showing. Bostwick kept his Irish- 
bred jumper up with the leaders 
for the first two miles and was 
running a strong second when 
Uncle Batt reached the Judges’ 
stand the first time around the 
course. He fell soon afterward, 
however. M. D. Biair’s Fouquet, 
Whitney’s Royal Ransom and Jesse 
Metcalfe’s Thereas did not get as 
far as the grandstand. 

Golden Miller, carrying top 
weight, 175 pounds, which went to 


the post the 3-to-1 favorite, found 


the weight and pace too exacting. 
He fell at the first fence after Val- 
entine’s Brook on the first turn 
around the course. With his elim- 
ination went up groans from the 
thousands of spectators and shouts 
of joy from the bookmakers, who 
stood to lose hundreds of thousands 
of dollars, as the favorite had been 
coupled with Flamenco, winner of 
the Lincolnshire Wednesday, in the 
famous “spring double.” 
Reynoldstown’s Great Run, 

Furlong had Reynoldstown up 
with the leaders from the start, 
being fifth at the half-way mark. 
He quickly moved to the front and 
showed the way the second time 
over Becher’s Brook to Thomond II 
and Blue Prince, but the margin 
was not great. 

At the cana] turn Thomond II 
took command. From there on to 
the final stages, the race was a 
three-horse affair. The three took 
the next to the last jump almost to- 
gether, then Thomond II stuck his 
head in front and apparently was 
on his way to victory. In the final 
300-yard dash, however, Thomond 
Il weakened badly. Furlong drove 
Reynoldstown into the lead and 


Jockey Parvin, on Blue Prince, 
moved up to make a challenge, but 
in vain. When the three finished 
not another horse was in sight. 

Reynoldstown was timed in 9:21, 
One second slower than the record 
set by Golden Miller last year. 

Bostwick Takes a Header. 

Bostwick, who took a _ header 
from his horse but was not hurt, 
was downhearted. 

“Castle Irwell blundered badly at 
the cana] turn on the second time 
around,” he said.. “We were fourth 
at the time and I believe might 
have won as I had not let him 


out.” . 
Furlong, an amateur rider, was 
jubilant. 

“I don’t know how I won,” he de- 
clared. “We were obstructed by a 
loose horse on the very first jump 
and again at the canal turn on the 
second turn around the course. [ 
felt like standing up and shouting 
when we began to pull away in the 
final uphill straightaway.” 

Thomond II’s_ jockey, Willie 
Speck, said the Whitney horse 
“simply didn’t have enough left, but 
he gave me a great run anyway.” 

Smallest Field in Years. 

The field was the smallest since 
1920 when only 24 started the haz- 
ardous trip. 

The Grand National course con- 
sists of 16 jumps, all but two of 
which are taken twice in a double 
swing around the circuit. Most fa- 
mous and dangerous of the obsta- 
cles is Becher’s Brook. This is a 
thorn fence five feet high and three 
and one-half feet wide with a brook 
five feet three inches wide on the 
far side. 

Another spot that annually takes 
its toll of contenders is the canal 
turn, a dangerous jump with a 
brook on the take-off side. 

Clear, sparkling weather pre- 
vailed. There was no hint of ground 
haze such as marred last year’s 


event.

WASHINGTON, March 29.—Sen- 


ator Huey P. Long charged on the 
Senate floor this afternoon that the 
administration was deliberately 
dodging a Supreme Court test of 
NRA, because it knows the act is 
unconstitutional. Democratic lead- 
ers did not reply to the accusation. 

The Louisiana Senator also call- 
ed the attention of his colleagues to 
testimony in the House hearings on 
the agricultural appropriations bill, 
that the cost of maintaining a man 
in a CCC camp is $1200 a year, and 
contrasted that with the Senate’s 


refusal] to appropriate money in the 
work-relief bill to send needy boys 
and girls to college, and with the 
action of the conference in striking 
out the appropriation to enable 
schools to remain open, 


Cites Alabama Case. 

“A man down in Alabama,” he 
said “paid absolutely no attention 
to the NRA. He flounted all of its 
rules and regulations, and publicly 
said he didn’t intend to abide by any 
of them. He was arrested and tried 
in court, and the only defense he 


made was that the NRA act was 
unconstitutional. 

“The case came up to the Supreme 
Court, and it looked for a while 
like we were going to have a final 
decision on it. Now I learn that 
the Government has arranged to 
dismiss the suit, to keep the court 
from passing on it. Of course, I 
knew all along that the act was un- 
constitional, and the Government 
knew it. All they have done was 
just to get away with something. 
They had people scared. 

“But along comes this man from 
Alabama, and he isn’t scared. He 
tells them where they can go, and 
what they can do if they don’t like 
it. And what do they do? They 
duck. That's a pretty spectacle 
for a great Government to make 
of itself. I want to serve notice 
right now that if such a policy is 
continued, I am going to advise the 
people of the United States, and 
especially of Louisiana, to pay ex- 
actly the same attention to the 
NRA that the man in Alabama did. 


Exchange With McKellar. 

“Incidentally, I want to call the 
Senate’s attention to the fact that 
the testimony of an official of the 
Department of Agriculture before 
the House Committee shows it 
costs $1200 a year to keep a boy 
in a CCC camp. I ask you if that 
isn’t a pretty picture? A hundred 


dollars a month to keep a boy 
out there among the saplings and 
red bugs, but we don’t give $8 or 
$10 a month to keep a sehool open.” 

McKellar, Tennessee Democrat, 
said that, although the conference 
committee had struck out the lan- 
guage of the original amendment, 
the bill would “take care of educa- 
tion in another way.” 

“We just changed your language 
to make the provision more effec- 
tive,” he said. 

“Yes, everybody knows that your 
language usually is more effective 
than mine,” Huey remarked. The 
galleries laughed. Senator McKel- 
lar does not enjoy a great reputa- 
tion as an orator or debater. 


SENATE COMMITTEE VOTES 
FOR INQUIRY INTO RAILROADS 


Group Action Influenced by Dis- 
closures About Missouri Pacific 
and Frisco Financing.

Senate Interstate Commerce Com- 
mittee today voted 12 to 5 to re- 
port favorably the Wheeler resolu- 
tion to investigate railroads, par- 
ticularly with relation to finance.

I'm 
going to trade in Yank’s old Pack- 
ard for a new one—I’ve made ar- 
rangements ff’ that already. May- 
be I'll give my three sisters some 
of the money. The rest is going 
into an annuity. I wouldn’t change 
my mind on that part of it for the 
finest salesman in the world. 

“I bought the ticket from Bill 
Houser, a clothing salesman here, 
when I was doing my Christmas 
shopping. I didn’t tell Yank about 
it. Several times since then he’s 
made some remark about ‘those 
fellows trying to sell me a sweep- 
stakes ticket,’ but I kept quiet un- 
til the cablegram came Tuesday 
telling me I had drawn Reynolds- 
town in the race. 

“Yank said, ‘so—you’ve got one 
of them have you?’ I got an offer 
that day for $15,000 from a Cin- 
cinnati man for my ticket, and 
later I got an offer of $5250 and 
a free trip to New York from a 
syndicate, for a half share. I con- 
sulted my father, Henry Weidner, 
who is a blacksmith here, and he 
advised me to hold on to all the 
ticket.

“Everybody was laughing 
and congratulating her. Mr. Lit- 
zelman came in and asked what all 
the noise was about. He had been 
oiling a refrigerator. Someone told 
him. He patted Mrs. Litzelman on 
the shoulder and said, ‘Really?’

ANTI-GERMAN DEMONSTRATION 
BY 5000 POLES ON FRONTIER 


Windows of Newspaper Office 
Smashed in Protest Against

Sarao’s widow, Mrs. Thomasina

death of Sarao, a street cleaner. 

The noose decapitated Mrs. Sarao, 
according to a witness. Newspaper 
men were barred from the execu- 
tion by the Attorney-General’s de- 
partment. 

Gagliardi and Donofrio were 
hanged on another scaffold shortly 
before the woman was executed. 

The trio were convicted by a 
court of king’s bench jury of 
murdering for $4500 insurance on 
his life. Mrs. Sarao was in the plot, 
but it was Gagliardi and Donofrio 
who beat Sarao to death with clubs 
in a field near Blue Bonnets race 
track last summer. 

Lured to the spot by Gagliardi on 
the pretext of helping the latter at 
some work, Sarao was attacked by 
Gagliardi and Donofrio, who were 
lying in wait. When he was uncon- 
scious from the blows of their 
clubs, the pair battered his head 
with a large boulder. 

Mrs. Viovannina Theolis, 70, 
mother-in-law of Sarao, was also 
alleged to have been involved in the 
plot to kill Sarao. She pleaded 
guilty of manslaughter and was sen- 
tenced to 20 years in prison. 

Joseph Alizero was to have been 
hanged also today for the murder 
of his sweetheart, Graziella Viens, 
whose body was found crammed in- 
to the rumble seat of his car last 
summer, but he has been granted a 
stay of execution pending disposal 
of an appeal to the Supreme Court 
of Canada.

STEP FOLLOWS HEAVY 
BANK WITHDRAWALS 


$210,000,000 Since Octo- 
ber — Premier Outlines 
Program for Guarantee- 
ing Deposits, Aiding In- 
dustry, and Public Works 


By the Associated Press. 

BRUSSELS, March 29.—Premier 
Paul Van Zeeland today proclaimed 
devaluation of the gold belga “a 
maximum of 30 per cent” as part of 
a program of sweeping economic 
and monetary reforms to be rushed 
into effect. Parliament, to which 
Van Zeeland announced the pro- 
gram, was expected to give the 
Government a vote of confidence by 
a majority of 40 or 50 members. 

Van Zeeland stated: “The cur- 
rency level would not be the same 
as today, but in no case would it 
be more than 30 per cent below the 
present level,” and he added that 
the new policy would go into ef- 
fect Monday with a provisional cut 
of 25 per cent in the belga’s value, 

Van Zeeland’s announcement 
cracked the European gold bloc, for 
the comprehensive program he an- 
nounced involves the suspension cf 
gold payments by Belgium pending 
an international agreement on cur- 
rency policy. 

Government’s Program. 

The Premier announced a pro 
gram similar to Presidents Roose- 
velt’s “New Deal,” the Belgian plan 
providing for the undertaking of 
great public works schemes, the 
favoring of industrial production by 
all possible measures, the reduction 
of taxes, the guarantee of bank de 
posits, and a desire to resume dip- 
lomatic and commercial relations 
with Russia. 

Although Van Zeeland and his 
Government seems assured of a 
vote of confidence in the Chamber of 
Deputies on this program, lively op- 
position is expected in the Senate. 
Parliament is expected to debate 
day and night throughout the week- 
end including Sunday before’ the 
vote is taken. 

The Government's program is @ 
result of heavy blows dealt Belgian 
industry by countries with depreci- 
ated currency. By the Govern 
ment’s action, Belgium provisionally 
is off the gold standard although 
she intends to return when an in- 
ternational monetary conference 
can arrive at world stabilization. 

Van Zeeland astonished Parlia- 
ment, which heard his announce 
ment in a joint session, when he 
enumerated the speed and volume 
of gold withdrawals from the Na- 
tional Bank—withdrawals totaling 
five billion francs (about $210,000,- 
000) since October, 1934, with soar 
ing withdrawals during the present 
month. 

He said that on March 12, gold 
withdrawals amounted to 50,000,000 
francs, on March 14, 180,000,000 
francs, on March 15, 354,000,000 
francs, and on March 16, during the 
two hours which preceded the ine 
troduction of exchange _ control, 
that more than 260,000,000 was 
withdrawn. 

The Government won a prelimine 
ary victory later in the day, push 
ing through a bill for provisional 
credits in the Chamber of Deputies 
by a vote of 135 to 11. 

Announcement to Depositors. 

The Government assured bank 
depositors that all deposits would 
be protected against all contingen- 
cies. It was announced that depos» 
its would not be lost or reduced, 
and that, if necessary, the Govern- 
ment would support the banks with 
a national guarantee. 

Concerning the foreign policy, 
Van Zeeland said that commercial 
relations with Russia would be 
strengthened on a reciprocal basis 
and the Government was disposed, 
according to the way this program 
progressed, to recognize the Soviet 
Government. 

Regarding home affairs, he said 
the Government would take up the 
problem of the unemployed ener- 
getically and would improve the 
country’s standard of living. In for 
eign affairs he said, the adminis 
tration would pursue the continua- 
tion of the policy dictated more 
urgently than ever by the economic 
needs of the ceuntry for the guar- 
antee of security and the consolidae 
tion of peace. 

He concluded his address with an 
appeal to all parties and factions 
to support the Government's work 
of rehabilitation.

‘PURELY A BASIS 
FOR DISCUSSION’ 


He Says He Is Making Pro- 
posal to Eliminate Much 
of Uncertainty Disturb- 


ing Business.

WASHINGTON, March 29.—A se- 
eretly drafted administration bill to 
extend NRA with some modifica- 
tions was hastily introduced today 
by Chairman Harrison of the Sen- 
ate Finance Committee, after a 
warning in executive session from 


Donald Richberg, NRA head, that 
strikes were impending in four big 
industries. 

The NRA bill was along lines 
recommended by the administra- 
tion, with codes confined to Inter- 
tate Commerce and the anti-trust 
laws partially restored. 

Members of the committee said 
Richberg warned of the threaten- 
ing labor situation in the steel, 
coal, automobile and textile indus- 
tries and urged it to speed up con- 
sideration of NRA legislation. He 
advocated the immediate introduc- 
tion of the bill which Harrison had 
had in his pocket for several days. 

The Harrison bill would extend 
NRA for two years from June 16, 
when the present law expires. 

Anti-Trust Provision. 

The new provision on the anti- 
trust laws reads: 

“Nothing in this title shall be 
construed to amend or repeal any 
provision of the anti-trust laws of 
the United States; but the provi- 
sions incorporated in any code or 
agreement’ specifically approved, 
prescribed, or entered into and in 
effect in accordance with this title, 
and any action complying with such 
code or agreement taken while it is 
in effect or within 60 days there- 
after, shall be lawful if and only 
if such code or agreement’ con- 
forms in all respects to the limita- 
tions and provisions of this title. 
All such codes and agreements shall 
cease to be in effect on or before 
June 16, 1937.” 

Harrison emphasized to newspa- 
permen, as he introduced the bill, 
that it was purely a basis for dis- 
cussion and probably would be 
subjected to further changes, par- 
ticularly the section dealing with 
the anti-trust laws. 

The measure, he said, retained 
the labor section of the old law, 
section 7-A, without change, and 
provided for two kinds of codes— 
voluntary for most industries and 
limited codes to be imposed on the 
natural resource industries. 

He said he thought the bill would 
eliminate all intrastate industries, 
such as the service trades, from 
operation of the law. 

Authorization of Codes. 

The bill would authorize codes 
if the President found: 

“That such code or codes are not 
calculated to promote or saction 
the creation or maintenance of a 


monopoly or monopolies or practices 


destructive of fair competition, to 
eliminate or oppress small enter- 
prises or to discriminate against 
them, or to promote or sanction 
devices for fixing prices or con- 
trolling production or distribution 
which are restrictive of fair com- 
petition; but devices for controlling 
prices, production or distribution 
May be applied (a) where found 
necessary to proper by the Presi- 
dent to protect small enterprises 
egainst discrimination or oppression 
or to deter the growth of monop- 
Olies, or (b) where found necessary 
to provide correctives for emergen- 
eles caused by large volumes of pro- 
duction in excess of effective de- 
mand, or by destructive price cut- 
ting, or (c) to those trades or in- 
dustries which are now or here- 
after subjected to Government reg- 
ulation cf prices, services, and meth- 
ods of operations, as public utilities, 
or as national resources industries 
(such as, among others, coal, oil 
or gas), or because they are found 
to be affected with a public inter- 
est.” 

Interstate Commerce Defined. 

The definition of interstate com- 
merce, which Harrison said would 
eliminate local industries, provides 
that: 

“No trade or industry or subdi- 
vision there of shall be eligible for 
a code, unless by reason of the 
character or volume of employment 
or sales, or the shipment, or use 
of goods shipped, in interstate or 
foreign commerce, or the effect of 
such trade or industry or subdi- 
vision thereof upon interstate or 
foreign commerce, or upon instru- 
mentalities of interstate or foreign 
commerce, or upon the movement 
in interstate 
or foreign commerce, or by reasons 
of other conditions which the Presi- 
dent finds to exist, said trade or

Lee Missing for 10 Days. 

Lee, who has been missing for 
10 days, asserted in an affidavit 
obtained by Federal investigators 
that he withheld $1 a ton from a 
dealer on the purchase price of en- 
silage and obtained payment of 
about $3000 from firms selling io 
the relief administration. 

In the affidavit, Lee said he so- 
licited the money of his own free 
will and that he paid it to the State 
Democratic Committee. The mon2y 
was collected and turned over, he 
said, in the hope that Ray McNam- 
ara, director of the surplus commit- 
tees division, would be appointed 
State Relief Director or assistant 
director after Davey’s inauguration. 

Difference of $4. 

The charge of obtaining money 
under false pretenses is based von 
Lee’s affidavit regarding the pur- 
chase of ensilage. The indictment 
asserts that Lee represented he 
paid $8.50 for ensilage used in feed- 
ing cattle on a state relief ranch 
south of Delaware, O., when in fact 
he paid only $4.50 a ton. 

It also alleges that Lee repre- 
sented he was purchasing the ensi- 
lage from Earl Pyle of Clarksville, 
O., when in fact he obtained it 
from the Roxana Canning Co. of 
Roxana, O. 

The alleged misrepresentation is 
said to involve $10,255.44. 

The Forgery Charge. 

The charge of forgery aleges that 
Lee placed Pyle’s name on a check 
for $1439.55 which was made out 
to Pyle. 

The charge of being interested 
in a public contract is predicated 
on the assumption that when Lee 
represented to the State Depart- 
ment that he was purchasing ens3i- 
lage from Pyle he was in fact pur- 
chasing it from himself. Pyle, it is 
charged, acted as agent for Lee in 
dealing with the Roxana Company 
and received $1.50 a ton while Lee 
retained a similar amount.

BY VASHINGTON, March 29.— 
Abandonment of what was termed 
the policy of seeking profit “by way 
of less production and higher 
prices” ‘was urged today in a re- 
port of the minority of the Judi- 
ciary Committee on the 30-hour 
week bill. .

NEW YORK STATE REPEALS

Gov. Lehman Signs Bill Abolishing 
Alienation and Breach of 
Promise Suits.

ALBANY, N. Y., March 29.—New 
York State abolished its “heart 
balm” laws today on the ground 
that they had been abused and 
made an instrument of blackmail. 

Gov. Herbert H. Lehman signed 
the dractic McNaboe bill, which 
gives New Yorkers 60 days to bring 
damage suits. After May 28 resi- 
dents are forbidden to sue for 
breach of promise, alienation of af- 
fections, seduction or criminal con- 
versation. 

The Legislature overwhelmingly 
approved the bill earlier this month. 
Senator John J. McNaboe (Dem.), 
told the legislators that “men of 
high positions” were made the tar- 
gets of “gold-digging”’ racketeers.

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Spokeman for Newspaper Group Tells Sena- 
tors Labor Measure Is ‘Unfair One-Sided 
Legislation’.

WASHINGTON, March 29.—The 
American Newspaper Publishers’ 
Association joined the opposition to 
enactment of the Wagner labor dis- 
putes bill today. 

Harvey J. Kelly, representing the 
association, told the Senate Labor 
Committee the bill was “unfair and 
one-sided legislation which amounts, 
in practical application, to a labor 
dictatorship.” 

Instead of promoting equality of 
bargaining power between employ- 
ers and employes as intended, Kelly 
said the measure “would remove the 
last vestige of equality.” 

Robert C. Graham, vice-president 
of the Graham-Paige Motors Cor- 
poration, attacked the bill as “class 
legislation of the worst kind.” 

“This bill,” he said, “does not 
give employes any rights so far as 
collective bargaining is concerned 


that are not already granted by 
section 7-A of the National Recov- 
ery Act. 

“The act does endow the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor and other 
professional labor organizations 
with more effective means than 
they have ever had before to im- 
pose upon employes their domina- 
tion as the collective bargaining 
agency.” 

The bill would outlaw the com- 
pany-dominated union, create a 
permanent Labor Relations Board 
and give the labor organization 
chosen by a majority of the em- 
ployes in a plant the right to speak 
for all the employes.

Production Makes Better 
Showing Than Distribu- | 
tion in February and First 
Half of March. 


DEPARTMENT STORE 
SALES SHOW GAIN 


Report of Reserve Bank 
Notes Effects of Floods 
and Late Easter on Trade 


Activities. 


Production made a better show- 
ing than distribution in the Eighth 
Federal Reserve District in Febru- 
ary and the first half of March, 


according to the Reserve Bank's 
monthly review, made public today. 

Seasonal considerations had a/§ 
part in the this result, the re-| 
view states, the very late Easter 
date being an important § factor. 
“In merchandising,” it is stated, 
“retail trade was in comparatively 
larger volume than wholesaling and 
jobbing lines, despite unfavorable 
weather conditions. Quite gener- 
ally there is a disposition on the 
part of merchants and the public 
@» purchase with more conserva- 
tism and caution than was the case 


during the preceding’ several 
months. 
“Trend of wholesale prices’ in 


February was upward, the average 
on March 2 being 8 per cent and 
33.6 per cent higher, respectively, 
than a month and a year earlier. 
There have since been rather sharp 
declines in certain farm products, 
notably cotton and grains. 
Prodiiction Increased. 

“Production at manufacturing 
plants increased slightly during 
February over the January level, 
and continuance of the improve- 
ment in several important lines in 
the first half of March is indi- 
cated. The iron and steel indus- 
try made a favorable showing, par- 
ticularly in the case of specialty 
makers, such as stoves, ranges, 
heating apparatus, machinery and 
farm implements. Several imple- 
ment manufacturers report’. the 
volume of business done so far this 
year the largest for any similar 
period since 1928. 

“There has been a slight slowing 
down in operations at textile mills; 
there was little change worthy of 
note in output of lumber, quarry 
products, cement and the general 
run of building materials. Pro- 
duction of bituminous coal showed 
less than the usual seasonal decline. 
In the five principal cities, con- 
sumption of electric current by se- 
lected industrial customers was 1.4 
per cent larger than in January, 
and 13.8 per cent more than in Feb- 
ruary, 1934. 

Department Store Sales. 

“As reflected in the dollar vol- 
ume of sales of department stores 
in the principal cities, retail trade 
in February was 2.2 per cent great- 
er than in February, 1934, and 
slightly greater than for January. 
The cumulative total for the first 
two months this year was 1.6 per 
cent higher than for the compar- 
able period in 1934. 

“Combined sales of all wholesale 
and jobbing firms reporting in 
February were 18 per cent and 10 
per cent smaller, respectively, than 
a year anda month earlier; for 
the first two months the aggregate 
was 11.5 per cent below that of the 
like period a year ago. 

“Dollar value of permits issued 
for new construction in the largest 
five cities in February was 35 per 
cent less than in January, but 103 
per cent greater than in February, 
1934; cumulative total for the first 
two months was greater by 127 per 
cent than for the same period last 
year.” 

Floods a Factor. 

The unfavorable effect of floods, 
heavy rain and muddy roads on 
trade and collections is noted. Rail- 
road freight traffic is in a volume 
about the same as a year earlier, 
but greater than in 1933. Smaller 
movement of livestock has resulted 
from last summer's drouth and the 
Government's curtailment program. 

St. Louis department store dollar 
value of sales showed an increase 
of 2 per cent for the first two 
months of 1935 over those in the 
same months of 1934. Collections 
here made a percentage of 49.7, as 
compared with an average of 32.6 
for the cities of the district. This 
city’s increase in industrial con- 
sumption of electricity for Febru- 
ary was 4.4 per cent over that in 
January, and 11.2 per cent over that 
in February, 1934. St. Louis’ new 
building construction was $304,000 
in February, as compared with 
$116,000 in February, 1934, a 162 
per cent increase, and a 21 per cent 
increase in repairs was shown.

20 per cent below those of January, 
27.3 below February, 1934. 

Clothing: February sales 45 per 
cent below those of last month, 57 
per cent below February, 1934.

Langer WATERFOWL REFUGE 
OF 14,000 ACRES IN MONTANA 


Hopkins Approves Purchase of 
Land Which Is Unsuitable 
for Farming. 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, March 279.— 


Plans for the purchase of 14,640 
acres of land in Beaverhead Coun- 
ty, Montana, which will be used for 
a migratory waterfowl refuge were 
approved yesterday by Federal Re- 
lief Administrator Hopkins. 

The Relief Administration is un- 
dertaking demonstrations in better 
utilization of land unsuited to 
farming. Plans for the project 
were drawn by the Biological Sur- 
vey. The area is on one of the 
major flyways of the country and 
will be used chiefly as a resting 
place for migratory ducks and 
geese. 

The Biological Survey is particu- 
larly interested in the area since it 
is one of the few bréeding places 
of the trumpeter swan which is al- 
most extinct in the United States.

MRS. SIMS WITH ONE 
TRUMP MAKES SLAM 


Bids One Club and Husband 
Raises It to Seven on 
Freak Hand. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, March 29.—One 
freak hand and the simple but 
astounding way P. Hal and Dorothy 
Sims bid it was the subject of much 
controversy today as the Culbert- 
son-Sims bridge match of 150 
rubbers swung into its eighth ses- 
sion and twenty-ninth rubber with 
Ely and Josephine Culbertson 2530 
points ahead. 

“One club,” said Mrs. Sims, 
with the jack the only club in her 
hand. (Mrs. Sims is noted for her 
psychics.) 

“Pass,” was all Culbertson had to 
say. 
“Seven clubs,” said Sims, slowly 
but without hesitation. 

Culbertson, startled, glanced at 
his bulky opponent. 

Mrs. Culbertson, smiling slightly, 
passed. 

Mrs. Sims did, too. She was tense 
and apparently dismayed. 

“By the way, Hal,” queried Cul- 
bertson, arching his eyebrows, “is 
this contract bridge we are play- 
ing?” 

Sims thought a moment and 
chuckled. 

“I was under the impression it 
might be pinochle,” he answered. 

Culbertson opened with the club 
deuce. 

Sims flipped eight clubs onto the 
table, including the ace, king and 
queen. 

Trick With Jack. 

Mrs. Sims took the trick with her 
jack. 

She went ahead to play the hand 
neatly, avoiding a heart finesse 
which she could not afford to risk, 
although it would have succeeded. 

She returned a small diamond, 
trumped in dummy, which was 
blank in diamonds and then cap- 
tured the remaining trumps, dis- 
carding a spade herself on the sec- 
ond trump lead. 

Two more rounds of diamonds 
picked up Culbertson’s queen, mak- 
ing her jack good. 

Culbertson was incensed. 

“I still don’t believe there is such 
a bid in any system,” he said. 
“Even the Sims system. One club 
—seven clubs. Bah!” 

Sims nodded agreement. 

“I agree heartily with you, Ely,” 
he said. 

The Culbertsons have won 15 of 
the 28 rubbers played. The count 
of aces and kings has been: Cul- 
bertson, 374 acres and 373 kings; 
Simses, 398 acres and 399 kings. 

Until the twenty-eighth rubber, 
in which they made the grand 
slam, Sims and his wife trailed 
by 5500 points. They picked up 
2970 points on the rubber to cut 
the Culbertson advantage to 2530. 
There was only an afternoon ses 
sion yesterday. 

Discussing the grand slam hand, 
the first of the match, some of the 
Manhattan experts pointed out that 
in the Sims system a “one club” 
bid doesn’t necessarily mean 
strength in clubs, only a strong 
hand.

Culbertson described the four- 
spade bid as a new convention of 
his, designed to obtain a cue bid 
from hie partner. Had Mrs. Cul- 
bertson had a singleton or king- 
small in spades, she would have 
responded with four no trump and 
then her husband would have bid 
six diamonds. Had she the ace or 
a blank in spades, she should have 
bid five spades. 

Having neither, she went to five 
hearts. Culbertson fulfilled the 
contract.

In Bout With Washington Heavy 


DETROIT, Mich., March 29.—Joe Louis, Detroit’s unbeaten Ne- 
gro heavyweight; who has signed to meet Primo Carnera in New 
York this summer, headlines the fight card at Olympia tonight, meet- 
ing Natie Brown of Washington over the 10-round distance. 


Advance notice that Brown would 
be one of the hardest fighters he 
has met in his brief career in the 
professional ring, drew from Louis 
the admission that he knew he had 
a “tough one” to handle. “But I’ll 
be in there doing my best,” he said. 

With his two-fisted attack Louis 


has battered an assortment of 
sparring partners all week, and as 
he tapered off his training, said he 
felt confident of making Brown his 
seventeenth consecutive victim. 

Louis has won 13 fights via the 
knockout route, and won three by 
decisions. 

In meeting Brown, he has every- 
thing to lose in the matter of pres- 
tige, especially with the Carnera 
fight booked as his New York de- 
but, and the likelihood of a head- 
line match in the Chicago Stadium 
next month. 

Brown has won almost a score of 
fights in the past year without 
taking a defeat, and Louis, in 
making himself the favorite on to- 
night’s card, added that he still ex- 


pected to take Carnera within five 
rounds. Louis will weigh in at 195 
and Brown at 190.

RARE ANDES ORCHIDS 


20 Odontoglossums, Worth 
Thousands of Dollars, Lent 
for Flower. Show. 


Twenty odontoglossum orchid 
plants from the collection of Sir 
Jeremiah Colman, leading English 
connoisseur, and valued at many 
thousands of dollars, arrived in per- 
fect condition at Shaw's Garden yes- 
terday after being shipped from En- 
gland in two wooden crates by fast 
boat and passenger train, They will 
be exhibited in the Garden's orchid 
display at the Greater St. Louis 
Flower and Garden Show, which 
opens tomorrow. 

Superintendent Pring said it was 
the first time to his knowledge that 
orchids in bloom have been shipped 
succéssfully from Europe to this 
part of the United States. 

The plant is rare because it can- 
not be grown in temperatures 
above 50 degrees. It is native to 
the Andes Mountains, where it is 
found above 9000 foot altitudes, and 
has been raised in this country only 
along northern parts of the Atlantic 
Coast. It differs from the ordinary 
American orchid in its greater 
variety of color, the smaliness of 
its flower and the greater length of 
its stem. 

How Loan Was Arranged. 

Dr. George T. Moore, director of 
the Garden, met Sir Jeremiah on 
a visit to England in 1926. He ar- 
ranged for the loan of the flowers 
through the Garden’s European 
representative. 

Every flower was in_ perfect 
bloom. The blossoming had been 
timed for the show by regulation 
of lighting conditions. Pring esti- 
mated they have been in bloom 
three weeks and said they should 
remain in good condition for the 
eight days of the show, barring un- 
usually warm weather. 

“T can’t estimate their value,” Dr. 
Moore said. “But I do know that 
Sir Jeremiah showed me a plant 
with two leaves on it—no flowers,

Crisis Results From Clemency 
Granted 21 Participants 
in October Revolt.

MADRID, March 29.—Premier 
Alejandro Lerroux presented the

Niceto Alcala Zamora today. 

The Cabinet crisis was brought 
about by Rightist Ministers’ resig- 
nations after the Cabinet approved 
clemency to persons condemned to 
death as a result of the revolt last 
October.

The crisis was precipitated by the 
resignations of the Agrarian and 
Liberal Democratic ministers after 
the granting of clemency to Ramon 
and 20 others. 

The clemency decree was ap- 
proved by a majority vote in which 
the Radicals overcame the Rightist 
opposition. 


CUBAN GOVERNMENT ORDERS

Chairman Jones Ready to 
Relinquish Hold On 
Utilities If $2,000,000 
and Interest Is Paid. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, March 29. — 
While Senator Wheeler, co-author, 
of the Wheeler-Rayburn holding 
company pill, was denouncing util- 
ity holding companies on the floor 
of the Senate yesterday, Chairman 
Jesse Jones of the. Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation said at his 
press conference that he was willing 
to hand back to Harley L. Clarke 
the $400,000,000 utility system that 
Clarke pledged for a $200,000 loan 
to one of the Clarke holding com- 
panies. 

“If Clarke should walk in with 
$2,000,000 tomorrow would you give 
him back the stock pledged on the 
note?” Jones was asked. “Why yes, 
of course,” Jones said. “I think it 
comes to something more than $2, 
000,000, with interest.” 

“Your attitude is that of a bank- 
er then?” he was asked. “We're 
interested in getting our money 
| back,” he replied. 

The original loan was made with 
the Dawes’ bank in Chicago for the 
Webster Corporation, Clarke’s per- 
sonal holding company, and there 
was pledged as collateral all the 
common stock of Public Utilities 
Securities Co. which carries with 
it control of Utilities Power & 
Light, a $400,000,000 company with 
about 1800 operating subsidiaries. 

Jones declared that he would be 
willing to give his opinion on hold- 
ing company legislation in accord 
with suggestions made by members 
of the House Interstate and For- 


holding hearings on the Wheeler- 
Rayburn bill. Several members of 
the committee expressed a desire 
to hear what Jones, now in nominal 
control of a vast holding company 
structure, might have to say about 
the problem. 

The RFC chairman confirmed the 
fact that Clarke has recently con- 
ferred with RFC officials over the 
disposal of his note, seeking to have 
it extended. : 

“It would be mighty unnatural 
if he hadn’t tried to get it extend- 
ed,” the chairman said. ‘We'd like 
to collect our money—that’s all the 
interest we've got in it.” The RFC 
has refused to extend the note but 
plans no immediate effort to fore- 
close on the utilities. 

It was developed at the confer- 
ence that the RFC controls besides, 
at least two railroads, a utility com- 
pany and insurance company. Jones 
intimated in response to questions 
that other businesses were already 
within RFC control or soon would 


be.

MUSSOLINI’S PAPER WARNS 
PROFITEERS WILL BE SHOT 


Makes Statement After Chronicling 
Serious Rise in Prices in Last 


Few Weeks. 
By the Associated Press. 


MILAN, Italy March 29.—War- 
time profiteers in Italy will be stood 
up against a wall and shot, Premier 
Mussolini's newspaper, Popolo 
D’Italia, said today. 

The newspaper, after chronicling 
a serious rise in prices in the last 
few weeks, said: “Those who de- 
cided to launch themselves in wick- 
ed adventures are mistaken if they 
think there is any possibility today 
of renewing the greedy profits of 
the past. Rather it is better they 
should know formally that when- 
ever the possibility of war profits 
arises, we will begin immediately to 
place some persons against the wall 
in the first two days or, better still, 
two days before.” 

This statement coincided with an 
order sent out by the Fascist party 
secretary, Achille Starace, to all 
provincial secretaries to watch the 
increase in prices to ascertain how 
much is due to natural economic 
reasons, such as new import regula- 
tions and how much to speculation 
on the European and African po- 
litical situation. 


FRENCH ARMY RESERVES BEGIN 
ANNUAL 21-DAY MANEUVERS 


12,000 Concentrated at Bitche, For- 
tified Town on Old Ger- 
man Frontier. 

By the Associateti Press. 

NANCY, France, March 29.—Re- 
servists of all French army 
branches gathered today at Bitche, 
a fortified town on the old German 
frontier, for the annual 21-day 
maneuvers. 

The regular army staff at the 
frontier sector headquartérs said 
the activities were customary an- 
nual routine and did not signify re- 
inforcements of border’ garrisons. 
Approximately 12,000 men are in 
the maneuvers. 

Gradual strengthening of the 
troops manning the newly-con- 
structed concrete fortifications 
along the Franco-German frontier 
has been in progress several weeks. 
Thirty thousand men have been 
transferred from the Franco-Italian 
border in this connection. 


SON OF KING GEORGE KNIGHTED 


Duke of Gloucester Receives Grand 
Cross of St. Michael. 

LONDON, March 29. — King 
George greeted the return home of 
his globe-trotting son, the Duke of 
Gloucester, by conferring on him 
last night the highest rank in the 
honorary Order of St. Michael and 
St. George. A court circular an- 
nounced that the Duke had been in- 
vested with the insignia of the 
Knight of the Grand Cross of that 
order on his return from a seven- 
month trip to the Antipodes. A 
cheering crowd, which included the 
entire royal family except the Duke 
and Duchess of Kent, welcomed 
Gloucester at the station. 

The knighting of a man who won 
the gratitude of the King by his 
services to the Russian imperial 
family also was announced. Knight- 
hood was conferred on Peter Bark, 
managing director of the Anglo-In- 
ternational Bank, Ltd., who was the 
last Finance Minister under the 
Czar. 


Death-for-Kidnaping Bill Vetoed. 

ATLANTA, Ga., March 29.—Gov. 
Talmadge last night vetoed a bill 
to provide the death penalty for 
kidnaping for ransom. The bill pro- 
vided that holding of an abducted 
person for three days was prima 
facie evidence the kidnaping was 
for ransom, 


Government in Business to Stay, 


Declares Head of National C. of C. 


Problem, Says Henry I. Harriman in St. Louis 
Speech, Is the Degree of 
Regulation. 


More government in business, 
rather than less, was predicted by 
Henry I. Harriman, president of 
the Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States, in his speech before 
the St. Louis Chamber of Com- 
merce at luncheon today at Hotel 


Jefferson. 

“It is unwise to be a Pollyanna 
or a Cassandra,” Harriman said of 
business conditions, “to brag about 
what we have, or to bemoan what 
we have not.” He said the history 
of previous depressions showed 
that “the real demand for durable 
goods indicates the end of hard 
times, and gave his own view that 
“there is distinct evidence that the 
demand for durable goods will be- 
come marked during 1935.” 

Harriman termed himself “not a 
conservative, as the term is gener- 
ally understood,” saying that the 
late Justice Oliver Wendell Holmes, 
with whom he had a personal ac- 
quaintance, had described him in 
those words. Justice Holmes, he 
said, remarked that the election of 
Harriman as president of the Na- 
tional Chamber of Commerce was 
as surprising as the earlier ap- 
pointment of Judge Holmes, a lib- 
eral, to the Supreme bench. 

Dry Pump or Dry Well? 

Prefacing a discussion of mea- 
sures pending in Congress, Harri- 
man asked: 

“Are times really better, and is 
business really on its way out? Is 
its improvement merely the result 
of Government spending? Is the 
pump being primed, or are we pour- 
ing water into a dry well? Is gov- 
ernment in business to stay? Is 
individual initiative to continue to 
be a dominant factor in our future 
economic life? Is the President 
gaining or losing in the estimation 
of the nation? Finally, has the 
President definite and abiding ob- 
jectives?” 

Answering his first question, 
Harriman said the trend of busi- 
ness and industry had been slowly 
but definitely upward from _ the 
low mark of early 1933. “In March, 
1933, the number of the unemployed 
was between 12,000,000 and 13,000,- 
000. <At the beginning of 1934, it 
was about 9,000,000, and at the 
opening of the present year, about 
7,000,000. This indicates a_ steady 
and healthy increase in employ- 
ment, but it leaves no doubt of the 
present seriousness of unemploy- 
ment.” 

Increased income from agricul- 
ture, increased returns from divi- 
dends, increased exports and im- 
ports and increased production 
were cited. “Time itself is fighting 
for better times,” the speaker said, 
referring to historical precedents 
for recovery. 

Government In Business. 

“Is government in business’ to 
stay, and are we really trending to- 
ward a greater degree of Govern- 
ment regulation of business?” he 
asked. “Much as I may regret it, Il 
fear that it is. As business men, 
we are not foresightéd if we do not 
realize that the inter-relation  be- 
tween government and _. business 
will be stronger in the future. The 
problem of this generation is_ the 
problem of determining wisely the 
direction and the degree of Govern-

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ment participation in business and 
industry. 

“The greater intrusion of govern- 
ment in business does not neces. 
sarily mean the passing of individ- 
ual initiative. It should never mean 
the dead level of Socialism or Com- 
munism. It should never mean 
equality in the division of goods 
and services.” 

As to the public estimation of 
President Roosevelt, Harriman said 
that up to the 1934 fall elections, 
the President maintained his pop- 
ularity with all classes. Since that 
time, he held, “the people still ad- 
mire the President and want to 
have faith in his policies, but they 
also want jobs.” 

“Listening to Soothsayers.” 

“They see 7,000,000 to 10,000,000 
men still out of work,” Harriman 
said, “and a sixth of the population 
dependent on the dole. They are 
asking whether this should be _ so 
after two years of almost absolute 
power. Many are beginning to lis-

ADMINISTRATOR 
BILLS IN TROUBLE 
IN LEGISLATURE 


Committee Revises One 
Measure and Sends It to 
State Senate but Holds 
Up Other One.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 29.— 


The Quinn-Frost bills, under which 
the fees of Public Administrator 
Sheehan and other similar officials 
throughout the State would be 
greatly augmented, failed of fa- 
vorable consideration at a legisla- 


tive session of the Senate Commit- 
tee on Wills and Probate Law yes- 
terday afternoon. 

Though reporting one bill to the 
Senate, the committee first amend- 
ed it to prevent the Public Adminis- 
trator from increasing his income 
through excessive bond premium 
charges. The other measure, under 
which it would be mandatory on 
the Probate Court to appoint the 
Public Administrator as adminis- 
trator pendente lite in every will 
contest, was held in the committee, 
Senators Quinn and Frost being 
unable to muster a majority of the 
committee for it. 

Provision for Bond Fees. 

In making a favorable re ort on 
the bond bill, the committee ap- 
proved legislation which would per- 
mit the Public Administrator to 
give a general bond and charge to 
all estates under his control bond 
fees sufficient in the aggregate to 
cover the premium on the general 
bond. 

As originally introduced, the bill 
proposed that the genera) bond 
should be not in excess of $200,- 
000, and that the administrator 
should be permitted to charge to 
each estate the amount the pre- 
mium would have been on a bond 
to cover that particular estate. 

Owing to the fact that the total 
value of assets in. estates in St, 
Louis technically would require 
bonds of more than $200,000 in the 
aggregate, and the further fact 
that premiums on small bonds are 
proportionately higher than on a 
large bond, the bill if @nacted into 
law would have meant a handsome 
profit to the public administrator. 


The committee struck from the 


bill the $200,000 maximum and pro- 
' vided that the Probate Judge should

That Butter. Price Reduction. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

OUR issue of March 7 reported a drop 

in the price of butter to 41 cents per 
pound. In an economic system governed 
by forward-looking men, just what would 
that drop have indicated? It would have 
meant that the butter-makers had found 
business so good they could afford to cut 
the margin of profit, give the market 
basket a break, and, incidentally, butter 
their own and the consumers’ parsnips, 
through an increasing volume of trade. 

But what did the drop in price mean 
fn fact? It meant that butter sales had 
slumped 40 per cent since Nov. 1, be- 
cause of increase in price, and that the 
sale of oleomargarine had increased 400 
to 500 per cent. That clearly illustrates 
the prevailing stupidity in industry. 

If butter can be sold at a profit for 
41 cents with business 40 per cent off, 
how much cheaper could it have been 
sold when business was good? No doubt 
it could have been sold at around 20 
to 25 cents, and the resulting increase in 
sales, at the smaller margin of profit, 
would have sustained an adequate income 
for the traders, which high prices de- 
stroyed. Furthermore, the needs of the 
people would have been supplied, more 
employment provided and more eash cus- 
tomers produced.

“PREPARE FOR NEUTRALITY.” 

The Senate hearings now in progress on taking 
the profit out of war are of great potential useful- 
ness. The disclosures of huge profits in the World 
War were shocking to the American people. Should 
this country again go to war, they will favor any 
possible measure for preventing enrichment of per- 
sons or corporations as a result. 

Important as is this step, however, there is one 
of greater importance which is now suffering neglect. 
That is the drafting of a neutrality policy, designed 
to prevent this country’s being embroiled in another 
conflict. We say “more important” advisedly, be- 
cause such an effort would be preventive in nature, 
while the measures to check profits presuppose the 
country’s going to war. 

The path of the neutral is a hard one, however, 
as was plainly shown in the article, “Prepare for 
Neutrality,” by Charles Warren, reprinted from the 
Yale Review on this page last Tuesday. Hoping to 
remain at peace by fulfilling a neutral’s duties is 
not enough, as Mr. Warren pointed out. There are 
certain rights of neutrals which, if insisted upon, 
may lead to friction with belligerents. The country 
must determine in advance what policy it will main- 
tain, how far it will limit the privileges of citizens, 
whether it will sacrifice commercial profits in the 
hope of maintaining peace. 

“Wise preparation for neutrality means the vis- 
ualizing, planning for and dealing with the critical 
situations which neutrality will create, but doing so 
in advance of their occurrence,” says Mr. Warren, a 
former Assistant Attorney-General of the United 
States and a distinguished historian. With war 
scares agitating foreign nations, it is high time for 
America to think of this matter. What our neutral- 
ity policy should be to keep the peace takes logical 
precedence over our economic policy if war comes. 

Hearings on an American neutrality policy should 
begin at the earliest possible moment. It is a com- 
plex subject, with many ramifications which will re- 
quire careful exploration. While pressing the effort 
to take the profit out of possible future war, let 
America “prepare for neutrality” in an effort to make 
that war impossible.

The teapot tempest Martha Ijams brewed has sub- 
sided. The campus wends again its drowsy way. A 
world that met her for a printed, photographic mo- 
ment may already have forgotten her. Such is glo- 
ria’s rapid transit. May we identify her as the 
alumna of the University of California who declined 
to act as hostess because “a mere politician” had been 
chosen to make the charter-day address? 

The speaker of that magnolia morning, it will be 
recalled, was Frances Perkins, Secretary of Labor, 
whom to characterize as “a mere politician’? seems 
She is, as we all know, 
the first woman to sit in a President’s Cabinet. The 
trail-blazer, the pioneer, the primus, or, in this in- 
stance, the prima, whatever the inventory recites or 
omits, is not “mere.” If the dictionary may be in- 
flated, in the cause of accuracy, the word demanded 
by exactitude is “‘unmere.”’

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A MAJOR ECONOMIC PROBLEM. 

From Nebraska comes the good news that trees are 

being planted in greater numbers than ever before. 
Up to the middle of last month, 600,000 trees had 
been ordered by property owners of the State, as 
against 135,000 ordered in the corresponding period 
last year. In Adams County, whese county seat is 
Hastings, plans are under way to set out literally 
dozens of trees for every one which died in the 
drouth of last summer. 
It is doubtful if Nebraska could spend its money 
and energy to a better end. The blighting dust storms 
of recent weeks are no more than wind erosion, which 
in turn is free to do its worst damage in barren, tree- 
less regions. Strip listing, or the piling up of high 
earthen barricades at intervals across the plains, 
which is recommended by students of wind erosion 
The need 
is for roots that grip and hold the soil, and foliage 
to keep the wind from carrying off the topsoil. 

The National Resources Board and the Mississippi 
Valley Committee stated the problem without hedg- 
ing in their reports which President Roosevelt re- 
leased early this year. Stuart Chase restates it in 
his article entitled “Old Man River,” in the current 
New Republic. An acquisitive economy has worked 
its selfish designs without first sitting down to count 
the ultimate cost. Forests have been laid waste, the 
denuded land forgotten by spoilers who moved on to 
continue their depredations in other fields. Thought- 
less farmers have contributed to their own undoing 
by single-crop programs, which aid and abet erosion. 
As a result, floods have raged one season and rivers 
and wells have gone dry the next. 

The problem of erosion—both water and wind— 
calls for concerted action, Property owners and gOv- 
ernmental agencies must join in combatting its devas- 
tating effects. Nor is there any danger that the seri- 
ousness of the situation will be overstated. It cannot 
be overstated. We will either meet the problem with 
an adequate solution or an unrelenting nature will 
present a bill that will throw a once prosperous and 
fertile region into economic bankruptcy,

In a certain religious order, monks greet each 
other by the Latin equivalent of “Remember death, 
brother.” It is not a very cheerful salutation, but, 
in lives devoted to self-discipline, it serves a useful 
purpose. It is not very cheerful, either, to drive 
through the streets of St. Louis and encounter crosses 
painted at the places where fatal automobile acci- 
dents have occurred. We believe, however, that these 
crosses have a sobering effect. They serve to dram- 
atize and localize the Mayor’s safety campaign. 
Far more persons are killed by automobiles than 
need be. There is no reason why we cannot learn, 
so to speak, to live with a vehicle which, while min- 
istering tremendously to the convenience and pleas- 
ure of mankind, is causing so many frightful trage- 
dies. It is a test of our good sense that we learn 
how streets crowded with automobiles, each one a 
potential killer, can be made reasonably safe to all 
who exercise a reasonable degree of caution. 
Obviously, one of the most important steps to be 
taken is to revise the practice by which anyone who 
has the money to buy a car is permitted to drive one. 
There are certain persons who should be barred auto- 
matically by virtue of obvious physical or mental de- 
fects. There are others who are temperamentally un- 
suited, who have demonstrated time and again that 
they lack even the modicum of good judgment with- 
out which driving becomes a perilous adventure.

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MR. BARUCH’S STEWARDSHIP. 

Bernard M. Baruch has told the Senate committee 
investigating the munitions industry how he man- 
aged his finances as chairman of the War Industries 
Board.

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A STATUTE FOR ILLINOIS TO REPEAL. 

The Judiciary Committee of the Illinois Senate is 
to be commended for reporting out the bill of Sen- 
ator James O. Monroe of Collinsville to repeal the 
so-called treason code, under which 15 men were ar- 
rested in Montgomery County and held through much 
of last year as a result of participation in relief dem- 
onstrations. This statute, a product of the war hys- 
teria, is not only ill-advised but unworkable, as the 
experience in the Hillsboro cases demonstrated. All 
that Montgomery County and Illinois got out of them 
was widespread unfavorable publicity, for in the end 
the men were freed on pleas of guilty to another 
much milder charge. The Illinois Senate should pass 
the repealer and the House should concur.

The Wagner Labor Bill 


PPONENTS of the Wagner labor bill 
QO have been saying that it would set up 

a “labor dictatorship," and Senator 
Wagner has declared that there is not a 
Scintilla of truth in the charge. No one, I 
believe, will ever know which of these con- 
tentions is true. For if the bill were passed, 
it could not be made to work, and instead 
of a labor dictatorship or the opposite, it 
will simply produce interminable and in- 
conclusive litigation and dispute. 

In his explanatory statement accompany- 
ing the bill, Senator Wagener says that Sec- 
tion 7A is being reduced “to a sham and 
a delusion,” and that “everybody needs a 
law that is precise and certain.” He is right 
on both counts. But if ever there was a 
law that is not precise and not certain, it 
is his own bill. 

The purpose of the bill is to use the power 
of the Federal Government to protect the 
right of wage earners to organize in order 
to bargain collectively. The first question 
that arises is: What wage earners are cov- 
ered by the bill? The answer is important 
if we are to have a precise and certain law. 

Senator Wagner’s answer to this vital 
question of jurisdiction is completely and 
absolutely vague. His bill proposes to draw 
the Federal Government into all labor dis- 
putes about the right to organize that are 
“affecting commerce.” Here at the outset 
is the material for an endless series of 
law suits. It would take years for the Su- 
preme Court to define the practical mean- 
ing of a phrase that is as broad and as 
woolly as Senator Wagner’s. 

The trouble is that Senator Wagner is 
trying to extend the Federal power over 
labor relations as widely as possible. It 
would have been more statesmanlike to 
have begun by limiting the Federal] Govern- 
ment’s responstpility to the cases it might 
hope to deal with effectively. Senator Wag- 
ner may think he has hit upon a device for 
stretching the Constitution. What he has 
really done is to impose upon the Govern- 
ment a responsibility it cannot possibly meet. 

His bill leads labor to think that the Fed- 
eral power protects unionization in every 
town and in every industry in the United 
States. But the fact is that if the courts 
do not deny this power, the sheer difficul- 
ties of administration wil] nullify it. Thus, 
in one way or the other, we shall have an- 
other sham and delusion. 

* * . 


Having embraced all commerce v , 
the bill then defines the “rights dy 
ployes” which are to be enforced by civil 
and criminal sanctions, These rights are 
also magnificently not precise and not cer- 
tain. An employer may not “interfere” or 
“restrain” or “coerce” or “dominate” or “en- 
courage” or “discourage” the organization 
of wage earners, A board of three men 
in Washington is entrusted with the simple 
task of deciding whether an employer in 
San Francisco discouraged John Smith from 
joining the ABC union and encouraged him 
to join the XYZ. It is preposterous to put 
such a burden upon mortal men, and it is 
in the last degree foolish to lead labor to 
think that the Federal Government is as 
omnipotent and as omniscient as this bill 
requires it to be. 

The trouble here is that Senator Wagner 
is trying to use the cumbersome process of 
litigation to enforce vague “rights” when 
there is a much simpler way of protecting 
the rights he is trying to protect. This is 
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the method of elections conducted by the 
Federal Government. It is administratively 
possible for the Government to conduct a 
secret ballot. That has been demonstrated. 
The secrecy of the ballot is the best possible 
protection against individual coercion and 
intimidation, and the presence of Federal 
election inspectors during the balloting 
would go a long way to prevent other forms 
of coercion.

It is true that in Section 9 Senator Wag- 
ner provides for elections, But this section, 
which ought to be his main reliance and 
the most carefully worked out part of the 
bill, is vitiated at the start by a complete 
misapprehension. It declares that “repre- 
sentatives” chosen by the majority of the 
employes in a unit shall be the exclusive 
representatives of all employes in such a 
unit, “though individuals or minorities may 
present grievances.” 

The trouble with this is that it assumes 
elections will show a clear majority of all 
the employes. That is a mistaken assump- 
tion. If the Senator will reread the famous 
decision of the National Labor Relations 
Board in the Houde case, he will see that 
this very decision upholding the majority 
principle clearly recognizes that it applies 
only when there is in fact a majority. 

“Nor does this opinion lay down a rule,’” 
it says, “where, in an election, representa- 
tives have been chosen by a mere plurality 
of the votes cast or by a majority of the 
votes cast but by less than a majority of 
all employes entitled to vote.” 

In the automobile industry, which must 
be fairly typical of the non-unionized indus- 
tries, there is no clear majority for any- 
body. Seventy per cent of the voters are 
unaffiliated with any labor organization. 
Now what does Senator Wagner expect the 
Government to do in a situation like that? 
How is it to determine who has the ex- 
clusive right to speak for all the employes? 

It would have to evade the question or 
make an arbitrary choice. But suppose it 
does somehow “certify” the exclusive rep- 
resentatives. What then? Is it going to 
try to force the employers to reach an 
agreement with them, and if so, how is it 
going to force an agreement? 

The underlying fallacy of the whole bill is 
that Senator Wagner has not distinguished 
between protecting the right to organize 
and promoting union organization. The 
right to organize can be protected by elec- 
tions. But the elections may not, as in the 
automobile industry, promote unionism. The 
bill is made quite unworkable by the wish- 
ful thought that a free choice will somehow 
result in A. F. of L. unions,

« Now, the Federal Government has no 
power to promote unionism. I am not re- 
ferring to constitutional power but to ac- 
tual power, assuming that there were no 
constitutional limitations. Unless it rigged 
the elections by forcing employes to choose 
between a union ticket and an anti-union 
ticket, unless it denied them a really free 
choice of their representatives, it could not 
create majorities where they do not exist. 
It has no business to try to create them 
and no warrant to mislead labor to think 
it can or will create them.

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ROSA PONSELLE SINGS 


AT THE AUDITORIUM 


Metropolitan Opera Soprano 
Displays Great Voice in 
Uneven Program.

OSA PONSELLE, the distin- 
R euisnea dramatic soprano of the 

Metropolitan Opera Co., gave a 
recita] last night at the Municipal 
Auditorium. She appeared—after a 
rather embarrassing delay caused 
by fiscal disagreements with the 
local management—as the fourth 
attraction in the concert series be- 
ing offered by Oscar Condon. 


After using her opening number 
as a set of limbering up exercises, 
Miss Ponselle proceeded to dazzle 
her audience with what is un- 
doubtedly one of the great voices 
of the twentieth century. It had 
an unabated freshness, depth, flex- 
ibility, power, a consistent quality 
throughout its entire range, and it 
was displayed with a wealth of 
emotional urgency. Miss Ponselle 
obviously believed in giving until 
it hurt. Added to this was an ex- 
uberant Mediterranean beauty, 
which created an immediate pre- 
disposition in her favor, and a 


capacity for the most exacting and 


the most precise sort of interpreta- 
tion. 

The word capacity is used ad- 
possibilities were not consistently 
realized. She did not give her 
audience credit for much imagina- 
tion either in the building of her 
program or in the way she pointed 
up her songs. But although she 
was capable of destroying the ef- 
fectiveness of Schubert’s “Erl Koe- 
nig” by underscoring the already 
obvious, she quickly proved that it 
was not due to any lack of com- 
prehension by singing de Fon- 
tenailles “A L’Aime” with gravity 
and restraint. ‘Marietta’s Lied” 
from Eric Korngold’s opera, “Die 
Tote Stadt,”’ was also delivered 
with discrimination and—at the 
same time—with no lack of the 
necessary dramatic emphasis. 


Beyond the three numbers men- 
tioned, her program ranged all the 
way from the innocuous to the 
faintly objectionable, unless one ex- 
cepts the “Habanera” from Carmen 
which she sang as one of her num- 
erous encores. Even so, it could 
scarcely be called a wasted evening. 
In the presence of such opulent 
gifts, no normal person could re-

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13-MILE WATER PIPELINE 
WORK WILL BE RESUMED 


Had Been Suspended Because of 
Controversy; Built to Improve 
South Side Service. 

Work on the 13-mile pipe line 


from the Stacy Park reservoir, 
Olive street and Warson roads, to 


Grand boulevard and Ejichelberger 
street, suspended last November 
because of a controversy with con- 
tractors about coating the pipe, 
will be resumed next week, Water 
Commissioner Daily said today. 

The line of steel pipe, from 48 to 
60 inches in diameter, will improve 
water service in South St. Louis 
where pressure falls during the 
summer. The cost of the improve-

Water Department fevenues. Com- 
pletion by July is expected. 

The line has been brought to a 
point on North and South road 
about 500 feet north of Clayton 
road. In following Clayton road to 
McCausland avenue, it will be nec- 
essary to remove part of the pav- 
ing. Daily said a 10-foot slab on 
the south side of the center line 


would be removed in 1200-foot sec- 
tions so as to provide a minimum 
of interference with traffic.

FINGERPRINTING BILL 
GOES 10 STATE SENATE 


House Passes Criminial Code 
Measure—Seven Others 
Pending. 


—

JEFFERSON CITY, March 29.— 
A criminal code reform bill, which 
would require the fingerprinting of 
all persons arrested in Missouri on 
felony charges, and permanent fil- 
ing of the prints, was passed today 
by the House, by a vote of 94 to 4 
The bill now goes to the Senate. 

The bill is one of eight measures 
in a criminal code reform program 
sponsored by the State Bar Asso- 
ciation. It was the only one of the 
eight bills voluntarily reported by 
the House Judiciary Committee, 
which attempted to kill the remain- 
ing bills. The House later voted to 
override the committee and placed 
all of the Bar Association bills on 
the calendar, notwithstanding the 
adverse report by the committee. 

The fingerprinting bill is the least 
important of the several measures 
and encountered no opposition on 
the floor when it was called up to- 
day for passage. 

Three of the Bar Association 
bills are pending on the calendar 
for passage and four others are on 
the calendar for perfection. One 
of the bills awaiting passage would 
require a defendant in a criminal 
case, if he planned to offer an 
alibi, to give notice of such inten- 
tion at least 10 days before the date 
set for trial. Another requires a 
similar advance notice if a defense 
of insanity is to be offered. The 
third provides higher qualifications 
for bondsmen and is designed to 
remedy defects in the present law 


on bail bonds. 

Only one other criminal code bill 
has passed the House so far this 
session and is pending in the Sen- 
ate. It is a bill recommended by 
Gov. Park, which would shorten the 
time for perfection of appeals from 
convictions in felony cases. The 
present law allows 12 months for 
perfection of an appeal. The Gov- 
ernor’s bill, as passed by the House, 
would cut the time to four months, 
with authority for the trial judge to 
grant a 60-day extension, for good 
cause.

earliest possible time is essential, | 
the speaker said. As to relief meth- 
ods, he outlined the policy of com- 
bined direct and work relief, advo- 
cated by the national Chamber. The 
four billion dollar work relief ap- 
propriation now approved by both 
Houses of Congress should be re- 
duced to two billion dollars, he said, 
as there is a $1,500,000,000 unex- 
pended balance of previous appro- 
priations. 

Unemployment relief legislation, 
Harriman said, should not apply to 
agricultural, domestic, casual and 
temporary employes, and should 
provide for deducting at least one- 
third of the payroll tax from work- 
ers’ wages. He said the plan pro- 
posed in the pending bill would 
soon reach a cost of $600,000,000 a 
year. The old-age pension system, 
he said, would impose a burden of 
$1,500,000,000 a year on the public 
treasury. If such a measure is to 
be passed, he said, the Federal por- 
tion of the payments should be a 
grant-in-aid to states which wish to 
enact pension laws, and the states 
should not be compelled to join. 


Social and economic security will 
be obtained ultimately, Harriman 
predicted, chiefly through abandon- 
ment of marginal land now used by 
agriculture, and by decentralization 
of city populations. 

Discussing the holding company 
bill, Harriman attacked the require- 
ment that companies with widely 
distributed holdings of utility stocks 
must be dissolved by 1940. He said 
the prospect of dissolution at a def- 
inite future time would “act as a 
pall on the industry, prevent financ- 
ing needed extensions, handicap the 
revival of capital goods industries, 
and depress stocks below their real 
worth.” He also opposed any at- 
tempt to make electric companies 
common carriers and a similar at- 
tempt as to natural gas pipe lines. 

Harriman reviewed “our bless- 
ings,” saying farm income had 
risen in two years from less than 
five billion dollars to nearly seven 
billion dollars, and that the annual 
pay envelope showed 50 per cent 
more wages than in 1933. The debt 
of the Federal Government, he said, 
is $215 per person; that of Great 
Britain, $833 per person; and the 
total Federal, state and municipal 
debt is $373 a person, against $1014 
for Great Britain.

The President has a definite ob- 
jective, Harriman said, and it is 
personal security for the people— 
security of investments, security for 
bank deposits, security in the price 
level, security for children, security 
against the sweatshop and ruthless 
exploitation of labor, security 
against the vicissitudes of unem- 
ployment, old age, sickness and ac- 
cident. We may not be in accord 
as to many of the steps taken, but 
We must admit an idealism in the 
President’s purpose, and must sub- 
scribe to his conviction of a 
greater need of economic and social 
security.” 

Business men, he said, approve 
of some of the emergency measures 
now in effect, and he mentioned, 
as having general approval, the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation, 
Home Owners’ Loan Corporation, 
Farm Loan Corporation, Civilian 
Conservation Corps arid direct aid 
to the unemployed. 

As to NRA, Harriman cited the 
vote of the national Chamber of 
Commerce that a new emergency 
act should replace the present law: 
that a further, trial period of two 
years should be set for code reg- 
ulation of industry; that the act 
should be limited to interstate in- 
dustries “which can be policed,” 
and that Section 7A, providing for 


collective bargaining, should re- 
main unchanged in form. 

He made a positive declaration 
against the 30-hour week bill, say- 
ing it would result in 20 to 25 per 
cent increase in prices, with de- 
creased consumption and conse- 
quent unemployment. “America 
needs more, not less, production,” 
he said, “more wealth, not more 
poverty.” He expressed opposition 
of the Chamber to provisions of 
the Wagner labor disputes bill. 

Outlining the need for the Agri- 
cultural Adjustment Act as an 
emergency measure, Harriman said 
the act had met with considerable 
success, but must be reconsidered 
with a view to permanent legisla- 
tion. He said exportation of farm 
products, particularly cotton, must 
be fostered. 

“I would suggest,” he said, “that 
we examine the possibilities of pay- 
ing a parity bonus on the portion 
of the cotton crop which is used 
domestically, and permit, with some 
regulation, the exportation of the 
balance of the crop at world prices. 
If the Southern cotton farmers re- 
ceive parity prices for domestic cot- 
ton, they can well afford to get a 
world price for the balance of their 
crops. 

Spreading Processing Taxes. 

“In the second place, I believe we 
should review our farm commodity 
taxes and see whether they cannot 
be spread over a larger group of 
articles, instead of being imposed 
on the processing of a few commodi- 
ties. I hope pending legislation 
granting drastic licensing power to 
the Secretary of Agriculture will 
not be enacted.”

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Wheeler in Senate Speech Tells 
How He Expects Holding Firm 
Bill to Benefit Utility Consumers 


Co-author Cites Four Ways, Including 
Elimination of “Write-ups,” Excessive 
Charges and Absentee Ownership.

WASHINGTON, March 29.—The 
pending Wheeler-Rayburn public 
utility holding company bill, in its 
outline of congressional policy, 
states that the “national interest 
requires the exertion of Federal 
control over the transactions and 
practices of public utility holding 
company and their subsidiaries” 
and adds that such control would 


materially affect the accounting 
and 


other policies of such companies. 

Although many of the advocates 
of the bill have repeatedly insisted 
that regulation and the gradual 
elimination of certain greatly diver- 
sified holding companies would in 
general help the consumer, Senator 
Wheeler (Dem.) of Montana, co- 
author of the bill, yesterday gave 
the Senete the first detailed ac- 
count of how it was expected this 
purported benefit to the consumers 
would be brought about. 

Wheeler, in the course of a two- 
and-a-half-hour speech devoted ‘*o 
the strictly holding company por- 
tion of the bill, said that consumers 
of electric power would be bene- 
fited in the four following ways by 
passage of the bill: (1) Elimina- 
tion of “write-ups” of operating 
companies; (2) elimination of ex- 
cessive service charges on the op- 
erating companies by the holding 
companies; (3) freedom from ab- 
sentee control, and (4) local man- 
agement more responsive to local 
regulation. 

“Drain” on Operating Utilities. 

Wheeler insisted that operating 
companies had been drained by 
holding companies through various 
channels and as an example, point- 
ed out that the Federal Trade Com- 


mission investigation had disclosed 
how holding companies had charged 
their operating companies with Fed- 
eral income taxes and then offset 
these taxes by losses of other sub- 
sidiaries. The benefit of consoli- 
dated returns, Wheeler said, had 
not been shared with the operating 
companies. 

Such consolidated returns were 
prohibited last year by an amend- 
ment to the tax laws introduced by 
Senator Borah (Rep.), of Idaho. 


Commenting on “write-ups,” 
Wheeler began by pointing out that 
the Federal Trade Commission’s in- 
vestigation of “91 operating com- 
panies in holding company con- 
trol having combined assets of 
nearly $3,307,000,000 disclosed write- 
ups and other improperly capital- 
ized items amounting to not less 
than $842,995,000” of about 34.2 per 
cent. 

“These write-ups,” Wheeler said, 


“have in many cases been the basis 
of the issuaiuce of securities to the 
public, thus watering the capital 
structures of both operating and 
holding companies and eventually 
bringing down the wrath of the con- 
sumer on the operating companies 
because of the rate policies such wa- 


tering compelled the companies to 
follow. 
“Water” in Rates. 
“The utility interests argue that 
the water has had no effect on the 
rates to the consumer. But prac- 


tical results do not support the 
theory that write-ups do not affect 
utility rates. As Judge Healy of 
the Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission pointed out in his testi- 
mony before the House Intrestate 
and Foreign Commerce Committee, 
the management of the over-capi- 
talized holding company has only 


one source of revenue to avoid de- 
fault on its securities or disap- 
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pointment to its investors and that 
source of revenue is the income of 
the operating companies it con- 


trols.” 
Wheeler quoted the accountant of 


a New York State legislative com- 
mittee which is investigating public 
utilities to substantiate his conten- 
tion that “write-ups” affect con- 
sumer rates. This accountant, ac- 
cording to Wheeler, said: 

“It would seem that the higher 
the price paid for control of a hold- 
ing company, the greater is the 
need of the latest owner to avoid 
rate reductions by the underlying 
operating companies, in order that 
a profit may be earned on invest- 
ment in the stockholding company. 

“I know that a lot of people do 
not agree with me about that, but 
I think it is a very important point, 
because if I pay $50,000,000 more 
for a certain property than the pre- 
vious owner did and thereby ob- 
tain control of underlying operat- 
ing cOmpanies, it seems to me that 
if I figure a return of 6 per cent 
on $50,000,000, I have got to get 
$3,000,000 more a year out of my 
investment than he did, and my 
only source of revenue is going to 
be the same underlying operating 
companies that he had, and I have 
got to either effect economies or 
I have got to do something to try 
to get that required additional re- 
turn. 

“So if somebody should ask me, 
for example, to agree to rate reduc- 
tions, I think it is only human that, 
consciously or unconsciously, there 
is a tendency to oppose them be- 
cause of the necessity for getting a 
return on this additional invest- 
ment.” 

Cites “Write-Up” Examples. 

Wheeler again quoted Judge 
Healy, former general counsel of 
the Federal Trade Commission, to 
show that Fiorida Power and Light 
Co., a member of the Electric Bond 
& Share system, was formed in 1925 
by the consolidation of a group of 
Florida operating companies. Wheel- 
er said that total fixed assets of 
the Florida holding company were 
written up approximately 126 per 
cent, or $35,807,799 above the then 
book value of $28,213,209, 

“It may be more than a coinci- 
dence,” Wheeler observed, “that the 
rates for service in the territory 
served by this company are the 
highest in the United States for 
residential service, in cities of 100,- 
000 and over. 

“In the New York Times of March 
8 appears a statement of John E. 


Mack, counsel of the New York 


State Legislative Committee I just 


referred to, to the effect that the 
write-up on the books of the New 
York State Electric & Gas Corpo- 
ration, an Associated Gas & Elec- 
tric subsidiary, not only figured in 
the temporary rates fixed by the 
Public Service Commission but is 
still in the rate base and is costing 
the consumers over $200,000 a year. 
This finds corroboration in the re- 
port of the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion which shows that in the years 
from 1924 to 1929, $10,913,123 was 
placed on the’ books of the New 
York State Electric & Gas Corpo- 
ration, as appreciation or write- 
Taking up the controversial ques- 
tion of service fees, Wheeler con- 
tinued: 

“Another chief source of holding 
company revenue in the past has 
been service fees from subsidiaries 
—for construction, financing, au- 
diting, tax assistance, etc. Let's 
look at that business to judge how 
sound is that source of revenue. 
Cities Service Co, nicely illustrates 
the business of making profits out 
of construction for subsidiaries. 

“Cities Service maintained a 
Lakeside Construction Co., purely 
as a dummy paper organization 
through which it passed contracts 
in carrying out construction jobs 
for its subsidiaries. Lakeside had 
no staff of its°own. When it was 
given a contract it contracted, in 
turn, with Cities Service to do the 
actual construction and to supply 
engineers, architects and other ex- 
perts. 

“In 1923, Cities Service under- 
took through the Lakeside Con- 
struction Co. to construct a plant at 
Valmont, Colo., for one of Cities 
Service subsidiaries, the Public 
Service Co. of Colorado, operating 
in Denver. The cost of construc- 
tion, as computed on the books of 
Lakeside Construction Co. was 
slightly less than $4,500,000. That 
figure included the salaries of the 
Cities Service experts on the job 
and special contractors’ and engi- 
neering fees paid Cities Service Co. 
For this job, Public Service Co. of 
Colorado, the operating company, 
paid Lakeside Constructien Co., the 
dummy construction company, over 
$10,000,000 par value in securities 
of Public Service Co. of Colorado. 
Furthermore that $10,000,000 in se- 
curities was paid in advance of 
construction and during the period 
of construction the subsidiary paid 
the dummy construction company 
dividends and interest on those se- 
curities amounting to almost three- 
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well, to stick to the operating s= 


fore, paid almost $11,000,000 for the 
construction of a plant the cost of 
which was less than $4,500,000 as 
the holding company computed its 
own records. 

Holding Company’s Profit. 

“The securities which the operat- 
ing subsidiary gave the dummy con- 
struction company were transferred 
immediately, without even notation 
on the books of the construction 
company, to Cities Service, the top 
holding company. When Cities 
Service received these securities it 
kept out of them for purposes of 
control the common stock of two 
and a half million dollars par value, 
and then sold bonds and deben- 
tures to the public for almost six 
and three-quarter million dollars 
cash. The actual construction, you 
will remember, had cost according 
to the Cities Service books, less 
than four and a half million dol- 
lars. So that at the end of the 
transaction Cities Service had 
cash profit of over two million dol- 
lars in addition to the two and a 
half million dollars par value com- 
mon stuck of the operating supsid- 
iary which it retained, and in ad- 
dition to its contractors’ and other 
fees, 

“This is the kind of transaction 
which earned Cities Service divi- 
dends.” 

Wheeler did not state the amount 
at which the Colorado company 
carried the Valmont plant on its 
books or the value placed on the 
plant for rate making purposes by 
the State Utility Commission. 


“Helps, Not Hurts, Industry.” 
Asserting that “all propaganda 


to the contrary, the holding com- 
pany bill, helps, not hurts, the op- 
erating utility industry,” Wheeler 
insisted that regulation and the ul- 
timate retirement of the holding 
company would mean for the op- 
erating company the end of hold- 
ing company tribute through stock 
jobbing and upstream loans.

The prime purpose of the course 
is to enable the applicants to pass 
naturalization examinations, and 
they are taught English, fundamen- 
tals of government, and simple 
American geography and history, 
Toigo said that since it has been 
inaugurated, it has doubled the 
number of applications for natural- 
ization.
